But,  those  who  suffer  from 
acute  kidney- troubles  and  florid  tuberculosis  must  exercise  caution,  as  these 
are  aggravated  here,  whereas  all  chronic  complaints,  more  especially  neuralgia 
neurasthenia,  asthma,  abdominal  troubles,  all  experience  perceptible  improve- 
ment here.  The  near  surroundings  of  Munich,  more  particularly  in  the  Valley 
of  the  Isar,  are  both  idyllic  and  imposing,  whereas  those  more  distant  (notably 
the  lakes  in  the  Bavaria  Highlands)  constitute  attractive  day -trips.

— Topo- 
graphical: Niendorf,  which  has  acquired  a notewortly  importance  within  the 
last  decade,  lies  3 miles  to  the  north-west  of  Travemiinde  in  the  Principality 
of  Lubeck.  It  extends  for  the  best  part  of  3 miles  along  the  (at  this  part) 
free  strand  of  the  Baltic.  Immediately  adjacent  to  the  spot,  also  running 
along  the  sea-shore,  is  an  extensive  pine-forest.  Niendorf  lies,  in  fact,  in  a 
beautiful,  richly  timbered  locality.  This  rare  combination  of  forest  and  sea 
constitutes  a special  advantage  of  this  sea-bathing-place  and  gives  to  it  at  the 
same  time  the  character  of  a climatic  health-resort.  — Climatic,  etc.:  Nien- 
dorf, thanks  to  its  situation,  enjoys  a climate  distinguished  in  general  by  an 
agreeable  degree  of  humidity,  an  atmosphere  charged  to  an  important  extent 
with  ozone  and  an  enjoyably  moderate  temperature.  Storms  are  comparatively 
rare  and  not  of  a serious  character.  The  sea  lies  northwards  and  it  is  owing 
to  this  fact  that  the  out-look  onto  the  sea  never  has  a dazzling  effect,  because 
the  sun  is  at  the  back  of  the  gazer  almost  the  whole  day  long.  This  sea- 
bathing-resort belongs  to  those  of  the  Baltic  sea-side  places  which  are  richest 
in  respect  of  saline  proportions,  for  it  lies  at  the  western  end  of  the  Baltic 
and  there  is  no  river-mouth  to  dilute  the  proportion  of  salt.  Owing  to  the 
far-extending,  unimpeded  strand,  Niendorf  has  always  a strong  motion  of  the 
waves. 

Remedial  agents:  These  consist,  in 

addition  to  the  ozone -rich  sea-  and 


forest-air  (to  the  enjoyment  of  which 
the  wide  - spreading , smooth  strand, 
which  is  not  rendered  objectionable  by 
ill -smelling  sea -weeds,  and  the  shady 
and  comfortable  forest-paths  contribute) 
of  vigorous  sea- water -baths,  both  hot 
and  cold.  The  summer  - temperature 
of  the  water  varies  between  12  and  18 
degrees.  The  cold  sea -baths  resemble 
the  bathing-places  on  the  German  Ocean 
in  consequence  of  the  generally  strong 
waves  and  the  high  percentage  of  salt. 
The  charge  for  such  baths  is,  for  grown- 
up persons,  30  pfennigs  per  bath  or 
3 marks  per  dozen,  and',  for  children, 
20  pfennigs  per  bath  or  2 marks  per 
dozen.  The  charges  for  hot  sea-baths 
are:  for  grown-up-people:  single  baths, 
1 V,  marks  or  15  marks  per  dozen,  for 
children  1 mark  per  single  bath.  Oppor- 
tunities are  available  for  milk-,  whey- 
and  spring-water-cures.  Good  drinking- 
water  (from  artesian  wells).  — The 
season  begins  on  Ist  May  and  lasts  until 
the  15th  October.  — Indications: 
In  consequence  of  a mild  and  yet 
invigorating  climate,  which  is  brought 
about  by  the  dual -action  of  sea-  and 
forest -air,  Niendorf  is  suited  not  only 
to  the  combatting  of  conditions  of  de- 
bility and  as  a place  for  bodily  and 


mental  refreshment,  for  it  also  deserves 
special  recommendation  as  an  excellent 
resort  for  the  overcoming  of  consti- 
tutional anomalies  such  as  chlorosis, 
anaemia  and  rickets,  as  a valuable 
assistant  in  the  treatment  of  scrofula, 
incipient  tuberculosis , chronic  catarrh 
of  tire  throat  and  larynx,  asthma  and 
emphysema.  It  is  also  to  be  recom- 
mended for  all  ailments  against  which 
warm  and  cold  sea- water -baths  are 
prescribable,  such  as  general  nervous- 
ness, neuralgia,  rheumatism,  exudations 
and  individual  diseases  of  women  and 
it  is,  moreover,  a suitable  place  for 
following  up  after-cures  necessitated 
by  such  trying  courses  of  treatment  as 
those  followed  at  Carlsbad  and  such- 
like spas. — Local  physician  Dr.  Krause, 
(who  is  at  the  same  time  bath-physician 
to  the  neighbouring  »Timmendorfer 
Strand<  ). — Residential  conditions : 
Niendorf  has  a post-  and  telcgraph- 
office  and  also  telephonic  connexion  with 
Travemiinde,  Lubeck,  Hamburg,  Kiel, 
etc.  — Dwellings  (nearly  1000  rooms) 
are  to  be  obtained  in  hotels  (10),  private 
houses  and  villas  (abl  60)  and  may 
be  had  at  all  kinds  of  rates,  by  the 
week  or  by  the  season.  — Hotels  in 
alphabetical  order:  Bellevue,  Elisabeth- 
bad,  Germania,  Johannsen’s,  Kaiscrhof, 
Ostsee,  Schflne  Aussicht,  Stadt  Ham- 
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burg,  Strand,  andWestcnd.  The  table 
d’hote -prices  in  the  hotels  are  M.  1,50 
to  M.  2,00  (by  subscription  cheaper);
